President Starts for Capital After 
Being Acclaimed at Madison, 
Ind., and Louisville.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 23.—Presi- 
dent Hoover tonight stated the pol- 
icies of his administration in respect 
to the great national waterways of 
the country. This was his first 
speech on the subject since his inau- 
guration and it was made as a part 
of the celebration here of the comple- 
tion of. the Ohio River waterway. 

He discussed the Mississippi water- 
way system; the St. Lawrence River 
and the question of ‘‘private .enter- 
prise in substitution for government 
operation’’ of barges and other craft. 
He suggested a nine-foot depth in 
the Mississippi trunk. system, and 
said that the United States should 
undertake to do its part in the re- 
moval of obstacles in the St. Law- 
rence to ocean-going vessels inward 
to the Great Lakes. 

The President outlined a five-year 
plan under which, including $10,000,- 
000 annually for St. Lawrence work, 
the government would add. $20,000,- 
000 a year to the $85,000,000 now ex- 
pended each year on inland water- 
way development, This would bring 
the. total cost of the projects he out- 
lined to $525,000;000: 


“Swords to Plowshares.” 

This. annual increase was equal toe 
the cost of: one-half of one battle 
ship, 

“If we are so fortunate as to save 
this annual outlay on naval construc- 
tion as the result of the forthcoming 
naval conference in London, nothing 
could.be a finer or. more, vivid con- 
version of swords to’ plowshares;"’ 
the President said. 

The President had expected to 
make ‘his address from: the deck of 
the Greenbrier, | the government 
lighthouse tender, by which he had 
traveled from Cincinnati to Louis- 
ville, but because of the cold and 
bad weather the meeting was shifted 
to the war memorial auditorium. 

On his arrival here the President 
was greeted by Governor Filem 
Sampson. There was a short 
rade, followed by a dinner at the 
Brown .Hotel,. where. Mr. Hoover 
was the guest ‘of honor, and Nicholas 
Longworth, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, made the chiet 

speech. Following the dinner the 

President drove to the auditoriurn, 
and after making his address went 
to the station and boarded his. train 
for the return to Washington.

One athlete out of every seven én- 
gaged in intercollegiate competition 
is ‘‘subsidized’’ to a point bordering 
upon professionalism, says a report 
on ‘‘American College Athletics,’’ 
made public yesterday by the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching after a survey 
which has consumed more than three 
and a half*years and’ entailed visits 
to 130 colleges and secondary schools. 

The granting of bounties to ath- 
letés for no other consideration than 
athletic ability whether it be in the 
form of ‘‘athletic . scholarships,’ 
‘‘shish funds,’”’ supplied. by loyal 
alumni and local tradesmen, or in 
the shape of sinecure campus jobs, 
constitutes ‘‘the. darkest. blot upon 
American. college sport,’’ the report 
asserts. Those engaged in ‘‘the na- 
tion-wide commerce,’’. of , recruiting 
and subsidizing—alumni, athletic: di- 
rectors and in some cases college 
administrative officers — are ‘‘the 
Fagins of American sport and —— 
education,’’ according to the re 

At the very root of the ma raid 
defects of American college athletics, 
in the view of the authors of the re- 
port, are ‘‘two fundamental causes’’: 
the commercialization of intercol- 
legiate competition’ on the athletic 
field and ‘‘a negligent attitude to- 

ward the educational opportunity for 
which the American college exists.’’ 
The responsibility for these condi- 
tions and the means of correcting 
ther. rest with the trustees and 
presidents of colleges and universi- 


ties where abuses exist, the report 
contends. 

“Bulletin 23,’’.as the report is call 
represents the first» comprehensi 
study’ of American college athle 
practices and their effect upon 
minds, morals. and. physical -w 
being of undergraduates. Making 
appearance in the midst of the f 
ball season, it is certain to become. 
centre of a controversial: storm for, 
while it purposely disclaims any at- 
tempt to rate institutions atcording 
to prevalance or absence of abuses, 
the names ‘of colleges, universities 
and preparatory ‘schools ‘are used 
freely as examples of specific prac- 
tices. 

For instance, at New York Univer- 
sity, it is said, coaches award most 
of the limited number of scholarships 
to athletes with the administrative 


officers of the university acting as 

“recording agents.’* This institution, 
too, the ME my asserts, has main- 
tained sing athletes in’ pre 
tory schools until they were 'y to 
enter the university and compete on 
its teams. 

At Fordham University, the report 
asserts, forty scholarships are pro- 
vided from athletic funds to provide 
the cost of tuition, board and room 
for needy athletes who sometimes re- 
ceive additional assistance from indi- 
vidual alumni.

This important decision virtually 
eliminates for ‘this conference the 
bitter, annuity. dispute which. serious- 
ly threatened to disrupt the negotia- 
tions for the formation of an inter- 
national bank. It constitutes broad- 
ly success for the .German. thesis 
that Germany’s reparation pay · 
ments shall be regulated solely upon 
the. stipulations. of the Young plan 
and further interpretations ‘of The 
Hague protocol, as opposed to the 
French theory that a definite, birnd- 
ing system of payments should be 
drawn up, including the smallest de- 
tails, in a legal agreement to be in- 
cluded.in a trust deed between. the 
powers and the bank.

The picturesque floating palaces 
of Mark Twain’s day drew two or 
three feet of water and even then 
found their way precariously 
around the bends among the snags 
and over sand bars. In time they 
were unable to compete with the 
spreading railroads, and river navi- 

tion passed into its Dark Ages. 

t now is its day of renaissance. 
Upon deep and regular channels 
umromantic Diesel tugs now tow 
long trains of steel barges. 

What the river has lost in 
fomance it has gained in tonnage, 
for in steamboatin’ days 500 tons 
Was a great cargo, while today 
10,000 tons is moved with less men 
and less fuel. It is thus by deeper 
channels and new inventions that 
our rivers come back as great 
arteries of commerce after half a 
century of paralysis. And the new 
waterways are not competitive but 
complementary to our great, and 
efficient railways. It is the history 
of transportation that an ‘increase 

f facilities and a cheapening of 

ansportation increase the volume 
of traffic,

pointed out, both athletes and non- 
athletes were included among the 
beneficiaries of loans and scholar- 
ships on ‘‘equal terms.” 

Only 28 Institutions Cleared. 

Out of 112 educational institutions 
visited and studied specifically for 
traces of. professionalism, only 
twenty-eight were listed’ as entirely 
free of subsidized athletes. Of the so- 
called ‘Big Three” of the Eastern 
universities — Yale, Harvard and 
Princeton—only Yale was acquitted. 
Cornell, Chicago, Illinois, Wesleyan, 
Williams and the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, however, were found 
free of professionalism, and it is ex- 
plained that only minor taints, which 
are being eliminated, kept Harvard 
and Princeton outside the fold. 

Various forms of subsidy exist in 
the Catholic colleges and universities, 
the report says, and are ‘‘at least as 
cbjectionable’’ as elsewhere. Notre 
Dame, it is said, does little more 
than provide jobs to pay for tuition, 
board and room in return ‘‘for very 
nominal services.’ In some cases, it 
is said, ‘“‘an outright allocation of 
funds without return except in ath- 
letic participation’’ may be made, as 
at Georgetown. Athletes in need of 
assistance at Boston College some- 
times are maintained through ‘‘ar- 
rangements” effected by priests 
‘“tamong their own parishioners, mem- 
bers of the faculty or friends of their 
college.’? At Holy Cross, an effort is 
made to balance awards among ath- 
letes and non-athletes, so that no 
student will ‘feel that his muscles 
alone are sufficient to get him 
through,’’ and at Marquette, no more 
assistance is rendered to job-hunting 
athletes than to other students. 

In the matter of athletic scholar- 
ships, awarded wholly or in part on 
a basis of an applicant’s value to an 
institution’s team, the foundation’s 
report provides much interesting 
data. It. disclosed that seventy-five 
such scholarships are available at 
Pennsylvania State College and New 
York University, while Colgate has 
twenty-five. Syracuse values its total 
of such scholarships at $14,000, while |. x0

COLLEGE ATHLETICS. 


Critics of the extent to which 
American colleges have .commer- 
cialized and overstressed athletics 
will find ample support in the bulle- 
tin, No. 23, just issued by the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching. It is the most 
thorough investigation of the subject 
ever undertaken. The number of col- 
leges surveyed and personally visited 
and the large amount of data in the 
bulletin make it evidence not to be 
ignored. .For the alumni and faculty 
of few institutions is there left occa- 
sioh to point with pride. 

However, the’ bulletin observes a 
growing tendency to restore college 
athletics to the amateur plane they 
once occupied, It notes, for example, 
increasing instances. of determina- 
tion on the part of college presidents 
and responsible alumni officials to 
put football back where it belongs. 
The facts developed in the bulletin 
should be of great aid in this move. 
Perhaps the reform is too large to be 
attempted by any one university or 
even several. But if the athletic con- 
ferences, which now only make rules, 
will see that they are lived up to, 
remedies may be. hastened. 

Blame for present conditions is 
freely assigned by the investigators. 
To the alumni, who offer various 
forms of subsidies to prospective 
athletic stars. To the press, which 
“showers demoralizing publicity on 
the players.” To the faculty, which 
yields to the commercial instinct for 
winning games at the expense of col- 
lege standards: To. the conferences, 
which make laws solely for the rec- 
ord. In order to bring matters back 
to the simple basis: of amateurism, 
Dr. PRITCHETT, in the preface to the 
bulletin, proposes: 

The paid coach, the gate receipts, 
the special training tables, the 
costly sweaters and expensive jour- 
neys in'special Pullman cars, the 
recruiting. from the high school, the 
demoralizing publicity showered on 
the players, the devotion of an: un- 
due proportion of time to training, 
the devices for putting a desirable 
athlete but a weak scholar across 
the hurdles of the examination— 
these ought to stop.

SHIPS AND SUGAR.

The shipping situate “th the 
Philippines ‘has long been compli- 
cated.’ Section 21, of \the’ United 
States merchant marine act of 1920 
provides for the ultimate extension 
to the islands of the coastwise ship- 
ping regulations, but.does not make 
it mandatory. Extension of this 
clause to the Philippines has been 
opposed by Americans and Filipinos 
alike. The reason is that, however 
unsatisfactory the present shipping 
arrangements within the islands and 
with foreign countries, the scarcity 
of American ships andthe high cost 
of operating them are such that if 
the insular trade .were to be con- 
fined alone to American bottoms the 
additional cost and inconveniences 
would bring about serious economic 
difficulties. 


direct to and from the Philippines. 
But so do Canadian, Japanese, 
Dutch and other companies. About 
half the foreign trade of the islands 
is carried in American bottoms. 
They haveito compete with foreign 
lines and fix their rates accordingly. 
If the coastwise shipping provisions 
were applied, ‘competition would 
cease to exist. At the same time, 
useful means of inter-island commu- 
nication would be destroyed, as for- 
eign boats furnish in numerous in- 
stances the quickest and best means 
of travel. 

The circumstances under which 
the proposal to eliminate these ves- 
sels has been made will not do much 
to strengthen the confidence of the 
Filipinos in the intentions of the 
Senate. As a matter of public pol- 
icy, the War Department, in charge 
of the Philippines, has opposed the 
plan. -As in the case of the recent 
move to grant immediate indepen- 
dence, advocates have thought not at 
all of the Filipinos but only of their 
American constituents. Protectors 
of American beet sugar are appar- 
ently determined to stop at nothing 
in their efforts to injure the Philip- 
pine sugar industry. 


THEATRICAL MINORITIES. 


Protection of minorities is a live 
question in Europe, but, to lovers of 
the theatre, protection of majorities 
is of greater importance. Members 
of an audience who are tardy, who 
arrive in noisy parties, who cough 
and gossip during the performance, 
are undoubtedly in the minority. 
Despite their comparatively small 
numbers, they are able to spoil a 
scene for all the rest. Miss JANE 
CowL, who has heen variously 





quoted of late on the subject of 
audience behavior, said in yester- 
day’s TIMES that something should 
be done to protect the majority. She 
believes that the minority is getting 
larger. Other respectable theatre- 
goers—Miss COWL spoke as a spec- 
tator and not as a player—have 
complained of the vociferous minor- 
ity. Some of them have so far for- 
gotten their own normal restraint 
as to suggest violent’ measures. 
Merely putting the merry-makers 
out would not satisfy them. They 
would like to see them in the stocks 
or in solitary confinement on bread 
and water. Miss Cowl is not ina 
temper about the “small groups of 
self-exploiters,” but is plaintively 
hopeful that some one will find a 
way of subduing them. 

Neither she nor any other alert, 
imaginative artist would. wish to 
suppress the interested but captious. 
Honest criticism, even if destruc- 
tive, must always be welcomed, at 
least in theory. Mr. STOKOWSKI ex- 
pressed what many leaders in the 
arts must feel in his speech to the 
audience that hissed SCHOENBERG'S 
music Tuesday night. He granted 
the right of the audience to hiss. If 
it is permitted to express its ap- 
proval by applause, it is also enti- 
tled to express disapproval.

Mr. McK1m’s office. JOHN CARRERE’S 
sound critical judgment and busi- 
ness sense served a useful balance 
for his creative imagination. At a 
time when the outlook for American 
architecture was somewhat dubious 
they helped to define the goal and 
illumine the path. 

Mr. HASTINGS never. took kindly 
to the skyscraper.

apologetic maxim would then be ap- 
plied to them. 

When, therefore, Professor Fisner 
at the later date described the crash 
asa ‘‘shaking-out. of. the lunatic: 
fringe,’ the comment seems to. be 
somewhat heartless. Why had not 
the lunacy been discovered on Sept. 5?

Mr. Warder sat, suave and well 
groomed, at the counsel table with 
his attorney, Jaines I. Cuff, during 
the opening address.

Instead, the government coun- 
sel, who. needed only an hour anda 
haif to sum up, to the jury 
in’ an ordinary conversational tone. .. 
Doheny Wanted Lease,.Fall Money. 


Mr. . Fall’s -physical. condition,, Mr 
Roberts told the jury, was some- 
thing that did not concern them in 
arriving at a decision.as to his guilt 
or innocence. The court or the Pres- 
ident is the agency charged with the 
exercise of clemency, where merited, 
not the jury,” said Mr. Roberts: ° 

“Appeals to .your-sympathies and 
prejudices have no place in this 
case,”’ said Mr. Roberts. “It is all 
simple. .There are: four things of a 
controlling nature for you to remem- 
ber. One is that Doheny wanted the 
lease of the Elk Hills. The second 
is, Fall wanted money. The third is, 
Doheny got the lease, and the fourth 
is, Fall got the money. 

“Do not forget that this money 
from Doheny and the more than 
$269,000 Fall obtained from Sinclair 
is connected up with Fall’s handling 
of property held in trust for you 
and for me and for all the people 
of the United States. 

“This talk of a ‘yellow peril,’ this

Neither 
has the claim that the Elk Hills 
Reservation was being drained. The 
only drainage in this case was from 
Doheny’s to Fall’s pocket.

FAR HILLS, N. J., Oct. 23.—As a 
climax to one of the most brilliant 
hunts racing programs of the East- 
ern season, a dead heat was run in 
the final race of the fourteenth an· 
nual meeting of the Essex Fox 
Hounds on the Froh-Heim estate this 
afternoon.

Simpson Jr., 
riding his brown filly Proposal, fin- 
ished in a deadlock for first honors 
with F. Ambrose Clark’s Speckled 
Beauty, on which A. C. Bostwick 
had the mount. ; 

The race was at about one mile on 
the flat. Just before the stretch run 
‘of ‘about three-sixteenths is reached 
there is a sharp incline and at the 
bottom of this the field is forced to 
furn sharply and take the hill. 
Speckled Beauty was leading by a 
matter of six lengths. Proposal was 
next and another six or seven le hs 
back came the Mendham Stable’s 
Please, with A. Rostworowski in the 
gaddie. This colt was. the favorite. 
The three negotiated the turn and 
started up the incline when the re- 
maining six came in a bunch about 
to make the turn. 


Riders Hurled From Horses. 


Leading Light, ridden by James 
Ryan, and Ben Leslie Behr’s King 
Star, with William G. Whitney up, 
slipped on the wet turf and bumped. 
Both went down and the riders went 
a-flying, barely missing the flying 
feet. of the others in the field. The 
view of the spill was lost to almost 
every one watching, save those on a 
high eminence back of the finish 
mark. 

Speckled Beauty’s head showed 
above the rise at the head of the 
stretch and almost at the same sec- 
ond Proposal flashed into view, and 
then the two racers struggled down 
the stretch. Speckled Beauty took a 
short nose lead a. hundred yards 
from. thefinish but Simpson re- 
newed his urging and _ Proposal 
again drew even and thus they 
flashed. by the finish line, Judges 
Oliver D. Filley,.

The report called * ttention fo the 
complete absence of European gov- 
ernment issues. during the third 
quarter, as well as in the second 
quarter. There were six corporate 
issues, two of which were for use in 
European countries by American cor- 
porations. Two British corporations 
obtained additional capital. by offer- 
ing their stocks to stockholders, some 
of whom were Americans. 

“New issues Lea floated in this 
country,’’ the department said, -‘‘are 
domestic inst of foreign. . One 
reason is the stock speculation. 
Stock issues of financial fnstitutions 
in the United States so far this year 
have increased more. than $1,250,000,- 
000 over the 1928 total, while indus- 
trial stock issues: have increased 
more than three-quarters-of a billion. 

‘*Total domestic bond: issues have 
decreased over $600,000,000 and total 
domestic stock issues have increased 
over $1,600,000,000 during 1929. This 
has affected foreign financing in the 
United States, because the latter has 
always been predominantly by means 
of bond issues.

Prohibition Issue to Wait. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 23 @.— 
Prohibition, placed on the front door 
step of the American Bar Associa- 
tion by the wet wing of the organiza- 
tion, probably will remain there for 
another year, at least, under care of 
the. Voluntary Committee of Law- 
yers,. Inc. 

Leaders of the committee said to- 
day the association was not yet 
ready to vote on repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the anti- 
Volstead organization, which led suc- 
cessful fights before the bars of 
New York City, Boston and ‘Phila- 
deiphia, will do missionary work in 
the South and West before makin 
a concerted campaign in the gener 
association. 

The committee éstablished head- 
quarters here and its members were 
getting expressions from the lawyers 
of the general association. Cards 
signifying disapproval of the amend- 
ment were being signed by members 
of the bar in Jarge numbers, it was 
stated, and, while prohibition is not 
on the records of the general asso- 
ciation, it is on the tongue of a ma- 
jority of the members. 

Dr. Walter Simon in his address

GIRL TRIED TO SAVE CATTS. 


‘Kept Secret His Part in Florida 
Counterfeit Plot, She Says. 


TAMPA, Fia., Oct. 23: .(%.—Miss 
Leah Burwell, - the « governmeént’s 
chief. witness. against the former 
Governor Sidney J: Catts of Florida, 
accused of aiding and abetting an 
alleged counterfeiting ring, re- 


; counted from the. stand today her 
efforts to prevent her former em- 
ployer, Julian Diaz, from organizing 
the ring, and to protect Catts from 
implication after she was arrested in 
an effort to pass some of the money. 

The witness is a co-defendant in 
the case, but Catts’s trial is se te. 

She identified a statement en to 
secret service operatives, and said 
that, while it implicated Diaz, it did 
not mention atts. because she 
wished to protect him. Later, she 
said, she threatened to name him, 
unless he furnished bond to free her 
from jail. Severc! days later, she 
testified, she told officers of Catts’s 
alleged association with the ring. 

Her threat to implicate Catts, Miss 
Burwell said; was made after she 
learned Diaz had told officers she 
was responsible for the counterfeit- 
ing and he knew nothing of it.
